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War Bonds Canvass 
Starts This Week 


Over 180 Volunteers Now 
Contacting Local Houses 


Andover’s 180-odd “Minute Men” 
swung into action on Patriots’ Day 
in the first phase of the town-wide 
canvass to secure pledges to buy 
weekly budgets of war bonds or 
stamps from every local household- 
er. The volunteer workers, whose 
names are listed below, have been 
assigned to definite districts in 
each precinct. 


The campaign is to run through 
May 5; it is hoped, however, that 
the bulk of the pledges can be se- 
cured by the end of the current 
week in order that the committee 
may arrive at an early estimate of 
just where Andover stands in the 
war effort. 


A large and enthusiastic meeting 
of the canvassers was held in the 
Memorial Auditorium last Thurs- 
day evening, at which James Gould, 
chairman of the local war bonds 
committee, expressed his thanks 
for the services of the workers and 
brought out a few points about the 
canvass and the bonds themselves. 


He pointed out that the canvass 
is to take place throughout the 
country, though the present period 
has been designated only for this 
state. The fact that the majority of 
Andover residenits are now buying 
bonds and stamps at regular inter- 
vals, he said, does not affect the 
canvass, since its purpose is, not 
only to secure promises to buy 
bonds from those not now doing so, 
but also to obtain an estimate of 
the value and allocation of the se- 
curities now being bought. 
Householders, he emphasized, 
are asked to indicate only the mini- 
Mum amount of bonds or stamps

erable opposition to such a plan

For Sugar Rationing 


Only Trade Users To Sign; 
Householders On May 4-7 


Andover’s first sugar rationing 
program begins next Tuesday and 
Wednesday, when a trade regisitina- 
tion of sellers and commercial 
users ‘of sugar will be held. It dig to 
be emphasized that householders 
will not register nexit week, but dur- 
ing the week following, details of 
which will be included below. 

The group registering Tuesday 
and Wednesday—at Punchard high 
school, will include wholesalers, 
grocers, grocery stores, hotels, 
boarding houses, Junch rooms, 
bakeries, bee keepers, lodges, 
churches, hospitals, 
houses, school domestic art depart- 
ments, and all others who use 
sugar for other than housekeeping 
purposes, All organizations, church 
on social, who might use quan- 
tities of sugar in sales, suppers, or 
other such functions, at any time, 
must be registered with the school 
department, which iis handling the 
registration. 

Hours of registration have been 
set from 2:30 to 8:30 on Tuesday 
and Wednesday for these commer- 
cial users. Specimen registration 
blanks have already been sent to 
most of them by the state ration- 
ing board; these are to be filled out 
as indicated, and brought to ithe

Soldier Writes 
From Australia 


Last Friday was the birthday of 
Patrolman John Deyermond of 
Shawsheen road, a birthday which 
he didn’t expect to be a very cheer- 
ful one, since four of his sons are 
stationed far from home as mem- 
bers of the country’s armed forces. 
Friday, however, became one of the 
birthdays he will remember long- 
est, for on that day he received the 
first direct communication from his 
son, Sgt. William Deyermond, since 
he landed in Australia nearly two 
months ago. 


In his letter, dated March1 and 
not postmarked, Set, Deyermond 
mentions that “this is quite a coun- 
try; the more I see of it, the more 
I like it. The weather here is hot, 
and already I have quite a sun- 
burn...” 


The trip to Australia, as he de- 
Scribes it, was quite an eventful 
one. “Once we left Panama, there 
was nothing to be seen but sky and 
water, and we soon tired of that. 
The heat was terrific .. . Passing 
through the canal afforded many 
interesting sights, and it was worth 
the trip just to see the locks open 
and close, and the boat lifted... 

“Another interesting event was 
the ceremony that the ship’s crew 
went through when we crossed the 
Equator, One of the members was 
dressed as King Neptune, and oth- 
ers as his attendants. They would 
grab an army officer, and, after 
Plastering him with white paste and 
eggs, and coloring his face, put 
him through a big canvas pipe. 
While he was going through, they 
would spray the fire hose on him 
and then pick him up when he came 
out and toss him into the swim- 
ming pool. The officers had their 
good clothes on while this was hap- 
pening, and lieutenants, captains, 
majors, colonels and even a gen- 
eral had to subject themselves to 
the ceremony... 


“Another point of interest was 
the crossing of the international 
date line, because of the fact that 
Wwe went to bed on a Thursday 
night and, when we woke the next 
morning, it was Saturday. 


“Last night I went to town, and 
had a steak and egg supper and 
then ate ice cream and drank tonic. 
.. . Ice cream is three pence, tonic 
five, candy nine pence and a shill- 
ing, and the steak and eggs sell for 
two shillings. It is hard getting 
used to talking in terms of pence, 
shippings, bobs; last night I 
weighed myself and I weigh “twelve 
stone four,’ which is 172 popnds.” 

Sgt. Deyermond, who entered the 
service with the Lawrence com- 
pany of the National Guard, was 
prominent in football and baseball 
both at Punchard high school and 
with several local organizations.

Superintendent of schools Ed- 
ward I. Erickson will give a brief 
explanation of the rationing pro- 
gram at a meeting of the Service 
club tonight, and other speakers 
are expected ito contact the town’s 
various organizations shortly. 

The second, or consumer rezis- 
tration will apply to every person: 
of every age, residing in Andover, 
whether a member of a family unit 
or not, and will be held on May 4, 
5, 6 and 7, from 3 to 9 o'clock, ini 
all ithe public school buildings. 

Blanks to be used in the regis- 
tration will be distributed next 
week, in a manner as yet unde- 
cided. Information on every local 
resident, young and old, musit be 
filled in as indicated on the blanks. 
Any member of a family who is 18 
years old or over may register for 
all the other members, The family 
unit is defined as including onily 
those related by blood or marriage; 
boarders, roomers or employees in 
the home who are not so related 
must apply separately. 

The person registering will be 
asked to bring a blank, filled out 
completely, to a designated sichool. 
The information required will be 
mainly on identification, and will in- 
clude each member’s full name, 
height, weight, color of eyes and 
hair, and age. The registrant will 
also be required ito state the total 
amount of all kinds of sugar 
owned iby the family unit or its 
members. 

The person registering May 4 ‘to 
7 is asked to bring the blank, com- 
pletely filled out, to the pwblic 
school nearest his home; thogie to 
be used are the Bradlee, Indian 
Ridge, North, Stowe, Shawsheen, 
West Center and Punchard high 
schools. To avoid congestion iat the 
registration, the following schedule 
should be followed: Monday, May 
4, between 3:00 and 9:00: families 
whose surname begins with the let- 
tens A, B, C, D, BH, or F; Tuesday, 
G through M; Wednesday, N 
through V; Thursday, W, X, Y, and

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Help the Russians 


And niow at last we have a chance 
to do something for some people 
who have done a great deal for us. 
We've extended a helping hand to 
many nations which deserved a 
helping hand—Great Britain, China; 
Greece and others whose stalwart 
fight against aggression thas in- 
spired us, and given us ‘that 
precious time which we needed to 
organize ourselves for the titantic 
struggle. But there’s another ma- 
tion whiich deserves our help, a na- 
tion which last summer, according 
to Adolf Hitler, had been crushed, 
but which arose out of its “exter- 
mination”? to become the first ma- 
tion to set Hitler’s Germany back 
om tits: heels. 

The fight that the Russian people 
have put up after having been 
faced for months with Germany’s 
armed might, has made a very deep 
impression on the United States. 
Their struggle on December 7th be- 
came very definitely part of our 
struggle. Had they not resisted, had 
ithey not unleashed a strength that 
even intuitive Hitler had not fore- 
geen, today we would be faced with 
the serious problem of countering 
blows from both Japan «and Ger- 
many. Great Britain might have 
been invaded, instead of thinking 
of invading. And Japan, with no 
threat at its rear, would find it un- 
necessary to immobilize a large 
number of troops who might other- 
wise be adding (to our difficulties. 

Next Wednesday evening the lo- 
cal Russian War Relief committee 
ig presenting the motion picture 
“Wings of Victory” at George Wash- 
ington Hall, with the proceeds to 
be used to assist the Rusisiians in 
their desperate struggle for their 
lives and our lives. Our nation: iis 
helping by leasie-lend aid, but food, 
medicine and many other things are 
needed. Let’s show itthem that we 
appreciate it. 


Recall The Orange Barrels? 


Stretch your memory a bit—back 
ten years, to be exact. At that time, 
orange barrels were put out in sev- 
eral local stores. Why? To con- 
tain contributions for Andover peo- 
ple in such distress that they might 
have died from want of food and 
the other necessities of life. That 
was in the midst of what we now 
remember as “the depression,” and 
who can say that an equally devas- 
tating calamity won’t visit us once 
the inevitable post-war recession 
sets in? 

It’s quite apparent that Andover 
is enjoying one of the most prosper- 
ous periods in its history—right 
now. It’s obvious that there are 
barrels of money to spend today, 
where there were barrels of food 
for the needy yesterday. And if we 
don’t watch out, those barrels 
might be there again in 1944 or 
1946. 

It doesn’t take a great deal of 
intuition to see that the only sen- 
sible thing to do is to put aside 
something for what may prove to 
be a rainy day. With the evident 
advance of inflation, such a course 
seems even more. worthy. 

As Frank Craven requested in a 
broadcast the other night, pick up 
a five dollar bill and look at it. 
Three years ago, it was worth its 
face value; today, it will buy only 


10 


$3.60 worth of goods at their pre- 
war prices. In another year, if our 
money is cheapened further, it may 
be worth two dollars or two cents. 


We have more money than we 
can spend, today. The safe thing 
for the country, and for ourselves, 
is to take it out of circulation, in- 
vest it where it will keep working 
quietly for us during the war and 
yield us a fat return in the lean 
days following the war. 

That the ideal investment of that 
sort takes the shape of war 
bonds is too obvious a corollary.

Inquiries are already pouring in- 
to our office at the rate of about 
one a week relative to the inscrip- 
tion on the truck pictured in last 
week’s photo of Andover, England. 
The bottom line was clearly de- 
cipherable, even in the cut we 
used, but the inscription above it 
was legible only in the original 
photo. “Free delivery by motor in 36 
counties,” it read, showing that the 
English have, since the last war, 
adopted many of the merchandis- 
ing modernities of the land of the 
free and the home of the brave.

3. Savings bank withdrawals for 
the purchase of War Bonds and 
Stamps are discouraged because the 
essence of this plam is “Savings out 
of current earnings.’ Savings banks 
would necessarily have to sell their 
other government obligations to 
furnish cash for lange iscale with- 
drawals; obviously, mothing is 
gained by this procedure. 

4, The Treasury Department asks 
pledges of 10 percent of weekly or 
monthly earnings to insure the suc- 
cess of this nation-wide campaign, 
which is taking place im all other 
states at various intervals.

The funeral of Herbert Fairbanks 
Chase, who died suddenly last 
Thursday morning at his home at 
124 Summer street, was held from 
the Lundgren funeral home Satur- 
day afternoon at 2:30. Rev. Fred- 
erick B. Noss, pastor of the South 
church, officiated, and interment 
was in the family lot in South 
church cemetery. 

Mr, Chase’s death came as a con- 
siderable shock to almost everyone 
connected with sports here for a 
period of over forty years.

are welcome, of course, to buy any 
amount above their minimum quo- 
ta. The pledges in no way consti- 
tute a definite order for bonds, since 
they are to be bought through any 
of four long-established channels: 
by mail from the treasury depart- 
ment, through a payroll savings 
plan, by purchase as part of a 
church or social organization, and 
from banks, post offices, and stores, 


He emphasized further that An- 
dover residents should spend in- 
come as earned on bonds; they 
should not draw funds from banks 
for their purchase. Since bank 
funds, in many instances, are al- 
ready invested in government ge- 
curities, an institution would be 
obliged to sell such bonds in order 
that its clients might buy govern- 
ment war bonds, and the net effect 
would be ‘taking money from one 
pocket and putting it in another,” 
Mr. Gould said.

Aeronautic Course——__—- 
(Continued from Page 1) 
suspend Paragraph C, Section 2, 
Article 4 of its rules and regula- 
tions. The former policy of the 


committee, however, will automati- 
cally become effective again at the 
end of the war. 


The course in aeronautics was 
approved on the request of the 
state commissioner of education; 
similar instruction is being offered 
this spring in other high schools. 
Only theoretical study will be had, 
at least during the first year; the 
nature of the course afterwards de- 
pends on the progress of the war 
and the facilities available. 

The program will be conducted 
under Anton Kishon, football coach 
and physics and mathematics in- 
structor, who will probably give up 
one of his regular classes. Mr. 
Kishon has had flying training and 
a variety of technical experience. 
The course, beginning in Septem- 
ber, will be open only to Seniors, 
but next year it may be broadened 
in scope to include the Junior as 
well as the Senior years. 


The committee also voted its ap- 
proval of a course in home econom- 
ics for high school girls, based on 
the family or home as a unit. No 
such course, as a regular subject, 
are now being offered, though class- 
es in cooking and sewing are held 
from time to time. 

The Cross Coal Company, low 
bidder, was awarded contracts for 
750 tons of soft coal for the central 
schools, at the rate of $9.40 per ton, 
and 150 tons of New River coal for 
the Shawsheen and Indian Ridge 
schools at the rate of $10.20. 

Because of the alarming rise in 
prices due to transportation difficul- 
ties and the beginning of inflation, 
these two contracts alone, costing 
$8985, already amount to more 
than was spent for fuel during all 
of the last budget year. It is worth 
noting, in this context, that no con- 
tracts for oil and wood have yet 
been let, that the sum already rep- 
resents $1000 more than was al- 
lowed for in the budget, though 
the committee thought, at the time, 
that sufficient allowance for price 
rises had been made, and that the 
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figure of $8985 makes no allowance 
for a further advance in prices. It 
is expected that the finance com- 
mittee will be asked for an ad- 
ditional appropriation. 

The committee also took up the 
question of new roofing on the Pun- 
chard high building, which will be 
considered further at the next 
meeting.

Your library, a contributing 
agency to public morale, will fea- 
ture books of the past and present 
which give a sense of perspective 
and provide a balanced point of 
view. 

Your library will emphasize to an 
even greater extent its work with 
children and young people, believ- 
ing ‘that here it makes one of its 
most effective contributions, both 
now and for the future. 

Your library will co-operate to 
the extent of its power with all 
other educational agencies in the 
community. 

Your library, through its com- 
munity vocational counseling serv- 
ice under trained leadership, offers, 
in particular, young men and wom- 
en an opportunity to determine 
special abilities and capacities 
which will make them better fitted 
for today’s responsibilities and to- 
morrow’s post-war problem of re- 
employment. 

Your library will provide whole- 
some avenues of escape by provid- 
ing books for fun and recreation. 

Your library will continue to pro- 
vide personal guidance in book se- 
lection, prepare booklists and read- 
ing courses, and give even greater 
reference service. 

Your library offers the use of its 
building and any of its special serv- 
ices to any groups engaged actively 
in community civilian defense.

“Adopts” British Child 


Dudley Fitts of Adams Hall, an 
instructor at Phillips Academy, has 
“adopted” a fourteen-year-old Brit- 
ish child, Julia Lynes, it was an- 
nounced recently by the New York 
headquarters of the Foster Parents’ 
Plan for War Children. As part 
of the program, Mr. Fitts will con- 
tribute monthly to the organization, 
whose purpose ig to maintain Brit- 
ish city children in country col- 
onies for the duration of the war. 
More than 15,000 children have 
been cared for by the Plan since 
its inception five and a half years 
ago. 

Mr. Fitts is a member of the cen- 
tral committee, which also includes 
the Earl of Listowell, Viscount Cecil 
of Chelwood, Mrs. Eleanor Roose- 
velt, Helen Hayes and Russell Ma- 
guire, 

On receipt of an application to 
become a foster parent, the Plan 
makes arrangements to take a war 
child from a subway shelter or a 
bombed out settlement into one of 
its colonies. As soon as possible, 
the foster parent receives a Photo- 
graph and brief history of the child, 
and pays $15 per month for its sup- 
port. At the present time, 41 such 
children’s projects are maintained 
In England by the plan. 

_Julia Lynes has not had an easy 
time of it, since her family lives in 
a congested area of Birmingham 
and are very poor. 

Her father has been unemployed 
over long periods, and her mother 
Suffers from arthritis. Julia ‘and 
her younger sister were evacuated 
to the colony in order that they 
might be safe from air raids and 
well-cared for. She is a willing 
worker and a helpful member of 
the little community, enjoys all 
Physical activity, is quite good at 
dancing, and gets along nicely with 
the other children.

Four People Hurt In 
Shawsheen Accident 


Four people were injured in) an
